It is suggested that the time has 


come to abandon the 
pearly 
white 


colors for the operatlng'room and ev- 
erything within It This color scheme 
was adopted because it help to gujir- 
antee cleanliness. 
It was born of 


Llsterism and 
the general 
demand 
that .operating rooms should be on a 
standard .of freedom from bacteria 
hitherto undreamed of. 
Now some 
kitchens, dining room 


tables, restaurants, dairies and baker- 
ies are lined and covered by spotless 
white tile and something approaching 
operating room cleanliness has beeu 
attained. 
y 
In the operating rooms the princi- 


ples of cleanliness are so well estab- 
lished that some authorities think 
the time has corne to abandon 'the 
shiny whites and to gain other ad- 
vantages by the use of other colors. 
They think the operating room per- 
sonnel are so thoroughly grounded In 
the need and the technique of cleanli- 
ness that they no longer need white 
walls as reminders. 


There are values in light which ths 


old operating rooms did not take ad- 
vantage of. Dr. P. J. Flagg proposes 
the following 
color 
schemes. 
The 


floor, wainseotinR and tiling should be 
of blue green. The walls and ceiling 
should be of ivory or cream. 
The il- 


lumination, where 
diffuse 
daylight 


does not supply the entire need, should 
be with Mazdo lamps. 
The light of 


this lamp is a yellow and it gives a 
tint to tissues which is about that 
given by just the right daylight illum- 
ination. Thi? is not true of the lights 
given by some of the so-called day 
lamps. 
When a surgeon views the 


tissues he is .operating on, he must 
see them as they are. with the mini- 
mum change in appearance due to 
tinting, and coloring due to lights. 
For instance, the mercury vapor light 
which printers prefer to all others 
gives to the tissues of the body hues 
which would wholly mislead a sur- 
geon who was operating by that light.
